AN ORDINANCE OF AMENDING CHAPTER 26 
THE MUNICIPAL CODE OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE 

WHEREAS, the City of Fort has adopted Chapter 26 of the 
Municipal Code regarding the subdivision of land located 
within the City, and, 

WHEREAS, A proposed amendment as herein set out has 
been made. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Section 26-7 of Chapter 26 of the Municipal 
Code is hereby deleted, and replaced by the following: 

The application shall include each of the following: 1) 
a statement specifying the intentions of the owner 
respecting the proposed planned use of the development, 2) 
a copy of the deed, 3) applicable deed restrictions and 
restrictive covenants, and 4) a statement describing the 
existing and proposed drainage, sewage disposal, water 
facilities and 5) the intended date of the development. 
The application shall be accompanied with the applicable 
filing fee as established by the Plan Commission. 

SECTION 2. All other items and provisions of Chapter 
26 of the Municipal Code are hereby ratified and affirmed. 


SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 


effect from and after its passage and signing by the Mayor.

SUBJECT: Zoning and Sub-Division Fees 
TEs May 20, 1988 


Attached are two ordinances G-88-05-06 and G-88-05-07 which would 
amend the Zoning Ordinance to allow the Plan Commission to 
establish fees for zoning petitions, permits, and subdivision 
fees. Presently these fees are established in the ordinance and 
many have not been changed since 1955. State statute provides 
that the City can delegate this authority to the Plan Commission 
which would make it somewhat easier to change fees on a timely 
basis. 


One of the reasons for charging fees is to defray the City's cost 
for reviewing zoning and development petitions, conducting public 
hearings, and enforcing the laws controlling such development as 
established by the City Council. It is clear in these times of 
limited financial resources at the local government level that we 
need to utilize "user fees" to buttress our revenues while 
maintaining the lowest possible tax rate. These ordinance 
amendments will allow us to accomplish this purpose. 


While the Plan Commission wishes to maintain some flexibility in 
establishing fees at this point, a benchmark for raising fees is 
the new fee structure adopted by the County last year. A chart 
is attached which compares our current fees with those of the 
County. The staff of CD&P will be recommending a fee schedule to 
the Plan Commission that will be very close, if not identical, to 
those fees charged in the County.
